BRITAIN IN ITALY. 


Reception at Taranto of the English 
Squadron. N 


TARANTO, Italy, Oct. 16.— This city and sea - 
port now present a most animated scene in 
expectation of the arrival to-day of the 
British Mediterranean squadron, which 
reacheg this port during the day, in spite of 
untrustworthy reports that the visit would 
not take place. Consequently the innadit- 
ants of this seaport and the neighborhood 


tivities, as the British squadron will remain 
here until the 2th. After leaving this port 
Great Britain’s war vessels will go to Spez- 
zia, where they will remain until Oct. 2. 

Visitors all day yesterday and this morning 
have been pouring into the town and taking 
up quarters at the hotels and elsewhere in 
order to be sure of finding sleeping accom- 
modations during their stay here. The pop- 
ulation of Taranto is only about 25,000, but 
50,000 persons are already here and thou- 
sands are arriving every hour, so that by 
night time the city will be overflowing with 
visitors. Boardand lodging at the hotels al- 
ready command fabulous prices and bid fair 
toreaeh higher prices still before the day has 
passed. 

Rooms at the smallest houses are at a 
premium and the hotels are already turning 
away crowds of would-be guests.

OALCUTTA, Oct, 16,—The announcement 
that there were Russian forces in the Pamirs 
is correct. It seems Capt. Vannovisky, son 
of the Russian Ministerof War; went down 
the Murghab River te Roshan. He hada 
small escort of Cossacks with him, and when 
he reached Rosbhen the Afghan officer refused 
toallow him and his forces to proceed to 
Darwaz, where N wanted to join 
Gen. Baleff, the claim being made that it 
would establish a bad precedent. Col. Van- 
novisky, however, pushed on some distance 
until he met with the Afghan troops in a de- 
file and was forced to return. It is the belief 
that these movements on the part of Russia 
are an attempt to reopen the Pamir question. 


WILL PLEDGE HER GOLD RESERVE, 

Sr. PETERSBURG, Oct. 16.—The Russian Min- 
ister of Finance, Privy Councilor Witte, has 
issued a decree for the temporary issue of 
50,000,000 credit roubles, which is guaranteed 
by the gold reserve.

Bismarck Said to Be Improving. 


BERLIN, Oct. 16.—The shooting of Harich, 
the responsible“ editor of the Tageblatt, has 
aroused such interest in Germany and con- 
tains so many features of peculiar interest to 
Americans that Post-DISPATCH cor- 
respondent has ierviewed all the 
parties concerned and has de- 
veloped many facts not heretofore published. 
Gen. Von Kirchof, a retired officer, visited 
Harich at the latter’s house, it will be re- 
membered, and, after a brief colloquy, shot 
ata few paces straight at Harich’s breast, 
but for some extraordinary reason the 
latter was practically uniajured. 
Harich had printed an article 
Kirchof construed as refiecting 
on his daughter. Kirchof, thinking Harich 
dead, gave himself up, butas immunity is 
given to German officers who attack civii- 
fans he was not put under arrest. Dr. Peri, 
the real editor of the Tageblatt, said: On 
Feb. 11, 1892, we published a small paragraph 
stating that the dauhgter of a superior officer 
in Brandenburg had disappeared from her 
parents’ homeand that at the same time a 
servant of the lady’s father had heen put 
backin the regiment. No name was men- 
tioned. We did not know the name then and 
no comment was offered. Besides those 
three lines not a syllable appeared in our 
paper about this affair. We did not give it 
atall the character of a sensational piece of 
news. We had receivedit from our Potsdam 
correspondent, who had served us faithfully 
for years, Later we discovered that 
he had cribbed the news from a 
Brandenourg Social Democratic paper. 
If we had known that of course we 
should have hesitated about republishing 
the news. Harich passed the notice as bona 
fide. In consequence the whole body of om - 


Cors at Brandenburg entered suit for libel 


against us. The trial took place in Berlin, 
Aug. 8, 1892. Meanwhile our correspondent 
at Potsdam had learned the name of the of - 
cer whose daughter was said to have disap- 
pearedas Gen. Von Kirchof, at that time 
only Kirchof. He was ennobled after- 
wards. Harich’s attorney then ap- 
plied to court for permission to produce wit- 
nesses to prove the truth ofthe statements, 
but the court refused the application. 

Harich was sentenced to pay 1,000 marks 
(5240) damages. He lodged an appeal with 
the Reichsgerich, who dismissed the appeal 
on March 4, 1893, upholding the judgment of 
the inferior court. 


Gen Kirchuf’s servant when examined as 


a witness stated that the departure of Gen. 
Kirchof’s daughter and his being put back 
took place at thrsame time. You will see we 
didn’t say any morein our notice.

The correspondent was received by Gen. 
Von Kirchof at his residence in Fasener 
Strasse, Charlottenburg.

He 
was very calm and composed. He said: ‘‘I 
simply took the law into my own hands and 
put my own persen in jeopardy for a 
matter in which I consider my honor was 
enga did not care what the conse- 
quences might be. A good deal of nonsense 
is appearing in the newspapers, but it is 
quite below my dignity to take notice or cor. 
rect it. The case being on trial, of course I 
Cannot make any statements. I shall simply 
await judgment. With the exception of the 
authorities who examined me, you are the 
first person I have spoken to about this 
affair. I have slept indoors and shall await 
here my trial. 

Harich is having a bad time of it. He was 
sentenced Tuesday to four weeks’ imprison- 
ment for libel ona mining engineer (Hilger) 
who edits the paper the Miners’ Friend. Be- 
tween Hilger and Count Von der Schalen- 
berg there is a literary feud about political 
matters, which culminated in Hilger chal- 
lenging the Count, who declined to nght, be- 
cause he is a Christian and subject to the 
laws. The Harich correspondence published 
inthe Tageblatt was adorned with various 
editorial remarks, jokes and criticisms, on 
which Hilger based his suit. Harich escapes 
punishment for the resent on an appeal. He 
Was found by the correspondent at the Tage- 
Matt office and said:

PROCEEDING AVAILED NOTHING. 


Phillips Is an Actor Whols Wanted at 
“Murphysboro on a Charge of Larceny— 
Accident by Which He Was Hauled 
Over the Bridge Inte Missouri This 
Morning- 


The Sheriff of Jackson County, II., this 
morning touk a prisoner out of the State of 
Missouri without a requisition from the Gov- 
ernor and greatly against the prisoner’s will. 
Last Tuesday night 2 the Lindon Dra- 
matic company wast _orming in Murphys- 
boro, III., J. Wilsom Phillips of Pittsburg, 
Pa., one of the members of the company, is 
alleged to have entered the room of Thos. 
Sharp, a Murphysboro dry goods merchant, 
at the Logan House and to have stolen from 
him an umbrella, a new overcoat,a suit of 
clothes, shirts, underwear, etc., to the value 
of about $40. The loss was soon discovered 
and as Phillips was the only person having 
access to the room, he was immediately sus. 
pected and would have been arrested at once 
had not the manager of the troupe begged 
the officials to delay the capture until the 
play was over, pledging that the man would 
be forthcoming at the expiration of the 
evening’s entertainment. Accordingly the 
good-natured officials suffered the play to 
proceed and near the close of the third act 
Phillips dropped quietly out of a win dow at 
the rear of the dressiag-room and escaped. 

PHILLIPS’ CAPTURE. 

Knowing that the dramatic company was 
beaded towards St. Louis, and was billed to 
appear between Murphysboro and East St. 
Louis, telegrams were sent tothe police au- 
thorities in St. Louis and East St. Louis to 
look out for an individual of Phillips’ de- 
scription, and to hold him for the Sheriff of 
Jackson County. . 

The troupe played last night in Waterloo, 
Ill.,and along about 1 o’clock Phillips walkea 
into the railroad staticn at Colgmbia, eight 
miles this side of Waterloo, It Chanced that 
Jas. Williams, the operator at Columbia, who 
was so mysteriously shot in the back by a 
tramp sometime ago, was at the key, and 
having heard Phillips’ deseription sent over 
the wires in the early part of the weex, con- 
cluded that his midnight visitor was the 
man wanted, and immediately nabbed him 
and sent forthe Marshal of Columbia, who 
held him for the Sheriff of Jackson County, 
who was notified of the arrest, and came up 
on the early Mobile & Ohio train. 

On reaching Columbia the Sheriff, Charles 
Huthmacher, accompanied by Mr. Sharp, 
from whom the clothing had been stolen, at 
once identified the prisoner, who was wear- 
ing Sharp’s overcoat. Handeumng him 
they took him on the train and proceeded to 
East St. Louis, intending to return with him 
to Murphysboro by the next train. 

When they reached the lower part of East 
St. Louis Officer Wm. Church of the East St. 
Louis police force, who had been on the look. 
out for the light-fingered actor, boarded the 
train and met the Sherif! and Mr. Sharp, 
with whom he was well acquainted. 

STARTED TO THIS SIDE. 

They chatted pleasantly all the way to the 
Relay Depot in East St. Louls, where Church 
left them, and not until the train had started 
over the bridge did the Sheriff and his friend 
notice that they had delayed too long to get 
their prisoner off the train. 

They appealed to the bridge collector, who 


said he could not help them, and when they 
reached the Main Street Depot they got off 
and walked the prisoner to the top tof the 
vridge for the purpose of taking him back on 
an electric car. 

When he reached the upper air Phillips as- 
serted his individual rights—his State’s 
rights, so to speak—and asked the bridge 
collector to arrest him, 

**IThave no reason to arrest you, said 
that functionary, ‘‘I have not seen you com- 
mit a crime.’’ 

But 1 demand your protection against 
this man. I demand that he does n& take 
me out of the State. Go and call a policeman 
and have me arrested and taken to the hold · 
over, said Phillips. 

eit would only cause me to get a requisi- 
tion, and the day’s delay wouldn’thelp you 
a bit, said the Sheriff. 

I have not time to leave my post to call 
an omcer, said the collector, and as I 
have not seen you commit a crime, and 1 
suppose you do not want to acknowledge 
yourself guilty before these witnesses, I 
can’thelp you. 

About this time the Sherif! flagged a car 
and bundled the unwilling actor on board 
and went careening over into Illinois, having 
successfully kidnapped a prisoner out of the 
State of Missouri.

FERDINAND DE LESSEPS. 


The death of Count Ferdinand de Lesseps 
which is now impending will terminate a 
brilliant and useful career. In spite of the 
disasters of his later years De Lesseps will 
be remembered as one of the world’s great 
actors, one of the men who do things, who 
add something substantial to the stock of 
material and intellectual riches, in short 
one of the men who leave the world, on 
the whole, better than they find it. 

His great achievement, the Suez Canal, 
isnot only remarkable asan engineering 
achievement, but is still more noteworthy 
for its political consequences. The short 
route to India, sought forages by the 
commericial nations of Hurope, was never 
found by navigators, but was made by 


this modern Frenchman, who sur- 
mounted the usual obstacles en- 
countered by genius, chief of 


which are the prejudices and conserva- 
tive blindness of his fellow- men, and cut 
his way to fame through rock and sand. 
It is not known that he realized the full 
meaning of a short route to India when he 
accomplished this work, Like many other 
men of genius he was possessed by his idea 
and thought of nothing but how to realize 
itin fact. He performed a great scientific 
work, but in doing it altered the political 
conditions of Europe, raised new public 
questions which may take generations of 
conflict to settle, and gave diplomacy some 
problems to solve which are likely to 
baffle the wisest of statesmen. 

By this work he earned an undying 
fame, the luster of which cannot be ob- 
scured by the Panama blunder, born as it 
was of the flighty and misdirected enthu- 
siasm of old age. His deeds, not his mis- 
deeds, will be remembered by posterity, for 
the Suez Canal will survive, a perpetual 
reminder of his genius, long after the 
Panama failure shall have faded from the 
minds of men.

The ground upon which Mr. Whitney 
justified the nomination of Van Alen to 
the Italian Ambaséadorship was his 
‘‘very patriotic, generous and cordial sup- 
port of the party in the late campaign, 
when friends were few and calls were 
great.
